Im p ortant w a rning — Look out for the hasty m em ber 
of the family who finds the ice cubes gone and wishes 
to cool his beverages and starts with an ice p ick on the 
accum ulated ice on the freezing unit. In the first p lace 
that ice isn’t likely to ta^te very good and IT HAS 
ABSORBED ODORS OF F O O D ; second, there D da n ­ 
ger of p uncturing the freezing unit. One way 1 have 
found of not having to defrost too often is by seeing 
th a t liquids in the box are covered and th a t there is as 
little free moisture as p ossible released into the box. 


Keep lettuce in closed refrigerator containers with a 
little sp rinkle of water. 
Keep soup and milk covered, 
also drinking w a te r securely sealed.”
